The first Girls' League at Fairhaven was organized in 1929 
with Miss Grace Miner as adviser and Katharine Mae Laube as 
president. While attending a student leader conterence at Se- 
attle, the Fairhaven delegates discovered that they were about 
the only school without a Girls' League. Plans were made on the 
trip home and it wasn't long until the league was formed. They 
enjoyed many activities some of which were a party for tresh- 
men girls, a Christmas party for underprivileged children, and a 


senior mothers’ tea. 


The Girls’ Club at Whatcom was started five years earlier 
in 1924 with Miss Alma Hawkins as adviser. Various committees 
were organized which successfully planned and distributed 
Christmas baskets, called on girls who were ill and coached stu- 


dents who were weak in schoolwork. 


In 1937 the two schools were combined and the good points 
of each girls’ club were united in the constitution of the present 
Girls' League. Lillian Pearson was the first president of this new 
group and then followed Lois Heaton, Evelyn Pearson, and Shir- 
ley Heaton. 


The League cabinet has expanded and now includes in addi- 
tion to the president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, and 
sergeant-at-arms, the chairmen of the following committees: 
social, friendship, service, pep, ushers, welfare, scholarship, pro- 


gram, information, library, and ''B" club.
